It is through liberal 
use 
of 
chili pepper powder as a season­ 
ing that Mexicans get much of 
their 
vitamin-A 
requirement, 
says the Bureau of Home Econo­ 
mics of the United States 
De­ 
partment of Agriculture. Mexican 
diet, because of its apparent lack 
of vitamin A, was a puzzle to nu­ 
tritionists until someone suggest­ 
ed chili 
powder. 
Most 
peppers 
are known to be good sources of 
vitamin A. 
For vitamin tests, the Bureau 
used the particular 
variety 
of 
pepper (chili 
ancho 
Colorado/ 
most 
extensively 
dried 
and 
ground for chili powder. These 
peppers formerly were imported 
into this country from 
Mexico, 
but are now successfully grown 
in Southern California. They do 
not do well, 
however, 
in

Mexico and Texas. 
Preliminary tests indicate

vitamin A content of air-dry chili 
pepper is very high—two or three 
times that of a good grade of but­ 
ter.

MOSES UPSHARD PAYNE. 
PHILANTHROPIST 


“Few careers, however promi­ 
nent, in the history of the State of 
Missouri have been more emin­ 
ently successful or useful 
than 
that of Moses Upshard Payne/’ 
whose foresight in predicting fi­ 
nancial trends enabled 
him 
to 
amass a fortune and to give gen­ 
erously to religion and education. 
One hundred and twenty-eight 
years ago this week, 
Moses 
P. 
Payne v\as 
born 
in 
Woodford 
county, Kentucky, on October 25, 
1807. At the age of seventeen he 
was converted to the Methodist 
faith and when twenty-one he re­ 
ceived a license to preach. Thru- 
out his life he was one of 
the 
most enthusiastic of lay preach­ 
ers. 
Payne devoted his early years 
to learning the trade 
of cotton- 
spinning and followed this occu­ 
pation in this native county. Later 
he conceived the idea, far in ad­ 
vance of others of his time, that 
the manufacturing advantages of 
this industry would be found at 
the source of the greatest supply. 
He determined to seek his for­ 
tune in the Southern states where 
“cotton was king." 
During the ’40’s Payne 
made 
his home in New Orleans, where 
his industry, economy and 
pru­ 
dence soon made him a prosper­ 
ous and influential fatcor in the 
cotton interests of the South. 
While in New Orleans, Payne 
early foresaw war between 
the 
North and the South and began 
gradually disposing of his prop­ 
erty in this section. His 
money 


was transferred to landed inter­ 
ests in the Northwest and to tae 
Missouri river bottoms lands 
in 
southwestern 
Iowa, 
which 
he 
bought at 
an exceedingly 
low 
price. These lands, little in de­ 
mand at the time, later became 
some of the most desired in the 
Untied States, and Payne’s for­ 
tune reached almost $1,000,000. 
In 
1867, Mr. Payne, 
after 
a 
second marriage, moved to Boone 
county, where he became one of 
the most reliable and dependable 
of its business men. He, with Dr. 
Jewell, a Baptist minister, built 
a union church where both Bap­ 
tist and Methodist denominations 
met. Although 
the 
congregation 
was small and poor, Payne’s con­ 
tributions enabled it to become a 
successful organization. Thru-out 
the remaining years of his 
life 
Payne 
contributed 
largely 
to 
churches of 
various 
denomina­ 
tions and it was said of him that 
I no, preacher with a worth cause 
appealed to him in vain. 
During the years of Payne’s re­ 
sidence in Columbia, the Howard 
Female College at 
Fayette 
was 
forced to sell its buildings 
for 
: debt, and Mr. Payne generously 
came to the aid of the school. He 
bought and deeded back to 
the 
the school the buildings “to have 
and to 
hold for 
the 
Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, 
in the 
State of Missouri, subject to the 
rules and regulations of the Mis­ 
souri Conference of said church." 
Various other funds were dona+ed 
by Payne to the college and in 
his honor in 1892, the name was 
changed to Howard-Payne 
Loi- 
leee. Later. Central College 
at 


Fayette 
received 
several 
gifts 
from him. 
The last years of Mr. Payne’s 
life were spent on his 
estate in 
Iowa, where he died on August 9, 
1895. Before his death he gave to 
the Payne Institute ot Augusta, 
Georgia, a school for the educa­ 
tion of colored preachers and tea­ 
chers, an endowment fund of $25,- 
000, and a like fund to the Metho­ 
dist Church Extension Board. Of 
nim it was said that “as a busi­ 
ness man he was capable of man­ 
aging large interests. He conduct­ 
ed his ousiness on Bible princi­ 
pals: he defrauded no man, he op­ 
pressed none, and as a 
preacher 
he was stiong and faithful.”

SOFT CORN 
AS FEED 


Selecting Gra ins 
Presents 
Un­ 
usua l Pro blems this Winter 
Tne problems of selection and 
I u se of feeding grains this winter 
differ somewhat from those of a 
normal season say s L. A. Weav er 
of the Missou ri College of Agri­ 
cu ltu re. This is becau se of 
the 
redu ction in corn acreage and the 
fact that mu ch of the corn crop 
! will not fu lly m atu re. 
Perhaps 
the 
first 
q u estion 


which occu rs concerning this w in­ 
ter’s feed problem is the u tiliza­ 
tion of soft or im m atu re corn. In 
general, corn is considered soft if, 
becau se of high w ater content, it 
will not k eep when cribbed. Since 
corn which contains arou nd 25 
per cent water may be satisfac­ 


torily cribbed, corn containing 35 
per cent w ater may be considered 
as fairly soft, that containing 
45 
per cent water as soft, while cy rn 
which is 5 0 per cent or more wa­ 
ter wou ld be considered v ery soft. 
Early 
feeding 
of 
soft 
corn, 
while its q u ality is still good, is 


desirable if m ax im u m retu rns are 
to be secu red. W ith proper m an­ 
agement soft corn may be self-fed 
to fattening cattle and hogs, or if 
not self-fed then it shou ld be of­ 
fered the anim als at more 
fre­ 
q u ent interv als than is ordinarily 
done if max imu m gains are desir­ 
ed. Soft corn 
containing 
some 
mold may also be 
u tilized 
for 
feeding 
cattle 
and 
hogs, 
bu t 
shou ld not 
be fed 
to horses or 
y ou ng sheep. 
Ju dging from inq u iries reach­ 
ing the College from farm ers, 
a 
relativ ely large amou nt of barley 
is being u sed as a corn su bstitu te 
for feeding all k inds of liv estock 
at the present time. Many of these 
letters indicate that some diffi­ 
cu lty is being ex perienced in get­ 
ting hogs to consu me grou nd bar­ 
ley in amou nts su fficient to pro­ 
du ce satisfactory 
gains. 
W here 
su ch a condition ex ists the gram 
from wrhich the meal was 
made 
was probably blighted or scabby . 
At other ex perim ent stations it 
has teen fou nd that while blight­ 
ed barley giv es abou t the same re­ 
su lts as the same grade of normal 
barley , when fed to all k inds of 
cattle, sheep, and pou ltry ; ani­ 
mals with simple stomachs, su ch 
as the horse and pig, react 
u n­ 
fav orably to blighted or 
scabby 
barley .

P ayne w as 
born 
in 
W oodford 
county, K entucky, on O ctober 25, 
1807. At the age of seventeen he 
was converted to th e M ethodist 
faith and w hen tw en ty -o n e he re ­ 
ceived a license to preach. T h ru - 
out his life he w as one of 
the 
m ost enthusiastic of lay preach­ 
ers. 
Payne devoted his early years 
to learning the trad e 
of cotton- 
spinning and follow ed this occu­ 
pation in this native county. L ater 
he conceived the idea, fa r in ad ­ 
vance of others of his tim e, that 
the m anufaeturing advantages of 
this in dustry w ould be found at 
the source of the greatest supply.
